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SCAUTZ WARNS TERMINAL 
THAT, ARBITRARY MUST GO 


Councilman Plainly Says That City Is Prepared 
to Force the Rerhoval of 79 Tracks Laid 
IMegally Under Mayor's Permits. 


In a, statement givén to a Post-Dis- 

patch reporter Wednesday, Councilman 
Schutz, leader in the fight for the abo- 
lition of the arbitraries, diplomatically 
warns the Terminal Association to elim- 
inate its tolis or prepare for the. removal 
of 79 of its tracks laid under illegal 
mayors’ permits in the Mill Creek Val- 
ley. : 
To this plain intimation of the Coun- 
cil’s policy, Mr. Schutz adds another 
that it is “up to’ Mayor Kreismann to 
revoke the permits which he and former 
Mayor Wells issued to the Terminal As- 
sociation. 

Mayor Kreismann has frequently de- 
clared that he will not move against the 
Terminal’s illegal tracks ‘unless direct- 
ed to do so by a joint resolution of the 
Municipal Assembly.”’ Councilman 
Schutz reminds the Mayor that ‘“‘this is 
legally unnecessary,” and,says that 
Mr. Kreismann “knows of these viols- 
tions through discussions in the (Termi- 
nal) conferences in his office.” 


Various Actions Possible. 
If the Terminal doesn’t undertake the 


abolition of the arbitraries and declines 
to satisfy other claims of the city, Mr. 
Schutz declares there will be then “‘no 
question as to what ought. to be done 
by the city.” 

Sheuld Mayor Kreismann decline to 
take Ceuncilman Schutz’s hint to re- 
scind his and former Mayor Wells’ per- 
mits under: which the Terminal Asso- 
ciation has been operating 79 tracks, the 
City Counselor may be directed by the 
Councjl te begin quo warranto proceed- 
ings against the monopoly. 

Prosecutions in the Police Court could 
be continued if the City Counselor failed 
te act. Even that, however, would not 
exhaust the people’s remedies. Any cit- 
izen may lay the facts before the Cir- 
cult Attorney and request him to take 
the initiative. In default ef any he’p 
from that quarter, the Attorney-General 
of the State could be asked to institute 
a quo warranto. 

‘This last method of causing the valid- 
ation of the Terminal's permits or the 
removal of its tracks has already been 
discussed by members of the Federa- 
tion of Civic Associations. It was sug- 
gested that a fund to defray the cost 
of suits against the Terminal be gath- 
ered by popular subscription, 

Heavy Rent for Rankin Tract. 


The Ranken tract costs the Terminal 

ssociation $128,000 a year, exclusive of 
taxes. The rental in the last seven 
years has-been $896,000. 

Here is what Councilman Schutz has | 
to say about the defeat of the Termi- | 
nal’s bill in the House of Delegates: 

“We must not stop ‘here. All mer- 
chants and shippers ought now to get 
together and insist that the toligate at 
the entrance to our city be - abolished 
forever and the arbitrary charges re- 
moved. This will be the biggest adver- 
tisement St. Louis has ever had and 
can only result in great benefits to the 
city, 

“The large shippers who worked for 
the Terminal should treat this matter 
just as they would their own private 
business, By this I mean that they 
eught to follow the suggestion of one 
of our newspapers, which editorially 
stated the proper course when it wrote:

as peat in the country. McChesney de- 
clined to discuss the future plans of the 
urea s 
McChesney sald that the Ranken 
Poa which the Termina] has under 
long lease, Will be subleased to a tenant 
for a co wpasture and dairy farm. He 
said: he considered the use of it out of 
the question for railroad terminals. The 
tract has been used for a cow pasture 
for many years, but in’ anticipation of 
getting the streets vacated the Termi- 
nal was preparing to let the lease expire. 

‘The ten men who voted for the Ter- 
minal bill in the House of Delegates 
voted for the best interests of St. 
Louis,”’ said President McChesney to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“T have no criticism to make of those 
who voted against the bill. 

“As to the future plans of the Ter- 
minal Association, I do. not think the 
Post-Dispatch or the public is inter- 
es ed in them. 

“Today there is no city in the United 
States that has a better rate. adjust- 
ment than St. Louis, The rate to and 
from St. Louis, outside of the 100-mile 
zone, is the same as to East St. Louis. 
Within the 100-mile radius the rate ac- 
cruing to the railroad handling the 
traffic is not sufficient for it to absorb 
the terminal charge. 

“The Terminal Railroad. Associdtion 
has not made a dollar, There has never 
been a dividend declared, and I don't 
think there ever will be. The Terminal 
has made sufficient money only to pay 
its fixed charges and expenses, 

“The Terminal association is under no 
obligations to pay the city $150,000 for 
the Clark avenue viaduct. 

“A decision of the courts on that sub- 
ject makes it clear that the association 
cannot be compelled to pay the claim. 
We did mot consent to pay the money 
because we thought we were morally 
or legally obligated to do so. We wanted 
to be fair with the city and meet all 
reasonable demands in preparing our 
bill. 

“As to the railroad station in North 
St. Louis the Terminal Association 
spent much more than $200,000, the 
amount to have been spent for the 
North St. Louis station, building an ele- 
vated track so that the trains coming in 
over the Merchants’ Bridge could go 
right into the Union Station. ‘Ihe 
building of that structure forever ob- 
viated the necessity for a station in 
North St. Louls. 

“The fact that the presidents of sev- 
eral railroads in the Terminal Associa- 
tion have offered to confer with the 
shippers regarding the-abolition of the 
bridge arbitrary is not significant, and 
does not mean that the service charges 
will be abolished. As a courtesy to the 
shippers the railroads, of course, will 
confer with them.” 

Notice That Arbitraries Must Go. 

By defeating the Terminai’s bill for 
the vacation of streets in the Ranken 
tract ana the compromise of its ancient 
obligations, the House of Delegates has 
served notice that unless the ‘monopoly 

remove the arbitraries it can expect no 
nagar a favors. from the present Mu- 

nicipal Assembly.

Members of the Aero Club of St. Louts 
discussed with interest Wednesday news 
dispatches from Little Rock, that Clif- 
ford B. Harmon, the New York aero- 
naut, who landed near there Tuesday 
afternoon after a balloon voyage from 
San Antonio, -Kex., claimed the Lahm 
cup.

He was after the Lahm Cup} 
record and the world’s srecord of 1120 
miles, held ‘by Count Her ri de la Vaux.
